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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious a device including all of the limitations 
recited in claims 1, 11, 18, 28, 34, 42, 49, 51, 56, 61, 65, and 71. In regards to claims 1, 
1 1 f 18, 28, 34, 42, 65, and 71 , the prior art does not disclose or suggest an adaptor 
comprising a member associated with the fluid tube and having an external dimension 
sized to allow urine to flow therearound so as to flow into the fluid tube, the member 
adapted to engage said valve from said downstream side thereof when the fluid tube is 
in sealing engagement with said discharge end and to hold said valve open while the 
fluid tube is sealingly engaged with said discharge end such that urine is to pass 
through said valve and through the fluid tube in combination with the other limitations 
recited in the independent claims. The prior art made of record does not have a 
member with an external dimension sized to allow urine to flow therearound so as to 
flow into the fluid tube. The prior art is not capable of allowing fluid to flow around the 
member and then into the fluid tube. In regards to claims 49 and 51 , the prior art made 
of record did not disclose an adaptor comprising a rigid fluid tube and a releasable clip 
comprising the limitations recited in claims 49 and 51. In regards to claims 56 and 61, 
the prior art made of record did not disclose an adaptor comprising a rigid valve opening 
member and a clip comprising the limitations recited in claims 56 and 61.
